"John desired 
that I should not tell his mother or 
his relatives of the marriage," she 
said, "but his brother George bad 
been here to visit him before he 
died. John will be buried in my 
lot in Rose Hill cemetery, where I 
expect to lie beside him when my 
time comes."

Profissor Henry S. I'rltehett, the newly 


appointed chief of tho United Slates const 
•mil Kerdi'tlc sun ey, is widely known In 
M-ientiflc circles us nn astronomer and 
iiinthcnmtieiaii of remarkable ability. For 
live yc.irs lie was connected with tho na- 
rlonnl nbiettatarjrand fertile last 15 years 
ie has been assistant professor of rnnthr- 
matics and nutronomy in tho Washington 
unhersity, St. Louis.

his alma uinter, and ho was appointed 
chief astronomer of Morrison college, Glas- 
gow, Mp. After holding thnt position for 
one rear be resigned to go to Washington 
university, where he has been ever since.
